Chinese Commmist aid will go to the North Koreans if the UN crosses the 
Parallel for the following reasons. 


a, Chinese Commmist indebtedness to North Korea, specifically to aid from 
the LI Hung~kuang Detachment to LIN Piao in the fight against the Nationa~ 
lists. , 


b. UN occupation of North Korea would be a threat to Chinese Comnmist territory. 
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ce. The USSR is ordering the Chinese to participate. 

The question of Chinese Commmist entry into the Korean war was a subject 
of heated discussion in Peiping at a Sentember conference. AO Tsc~tung 

and LIU Shaomch'i opposed active narbicipations; CHOU En-lai, CIU Teh and 

LI Li-san insisted on it. A final decision was made to enter the war if
